Regarding independent claims 1,2, 11 and 12, the Applicants assert that the method disclosed in FIG. 3 of Aizawa fails to teach or 
suggest "transmitting a request-to-send propam command to the external recording medium" as recited in these claims. The Applicants 
also assert that there would simply no need for the camera to transmit any particular "request-to-send" any program command 
(Remarks, page 3). 

In response, the Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicants. As provided in the previous Office Action mailed 9/22/2005, the 
"request-to-send" command is generally indicated by the camera configuration information sent from the camera to the computer at 
steps S305 & S306 in Fig. 3 of Aizawa. Without this camera configuration information, the version of camera program cannot be 
compared to the version of the computer program at step S307, thereby the camera cannot receive any program sent from the computer 
for program installation. Thus, it is intepreted that the camera configuration information generally represents a command signal to allow 
the computer to send an updated program to the camera or the camera receives the updated program from the computer for installation 
process at step S312. 

In view of the above and the previous Office Action, the Examiner respectfully submits that all claimed limiations recited in each of 
independents claims 1, 2, 1 1 & 12 are met by the disclosure in Aizawa reference. Therefore, the rejections of claims 1-32 are maintained 
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
